Ranj  ini  Thaver,  assistant  professor  of 
economics,  joined  the  Stetson  faculty  in  1992. 
The  1998  recipient  of  Stetson  University's 
McEniry  Award  for  Excellence  in  Teaching 
calls  teaching  "living  her  dream." 
Bom  in  South  Africa,  Thaver  earned  a 
doctorate  and  master  of  arts  degree  in 
economics  from  the  University  of  Notre  Dame, 
and  undergraduate  degrees  from  the  universities 
of  Cape  Town  and  Durban- Westville  in  South 
Africa.  Her  research  interests  include  South 
Africa,  economic  development,  econometrics, 
the  economics  of  social  issues,  economic 
methodology  and  philosophy. 
She  has  presented  papers  at  national,  regional  and  local  conferences, 
including  on  the  Cornell,  University  of  Florida,  and  Mary  Washington 
College  campuses.  She  has  participated  in  National  Science  Foundation- 
funded  projects  aimed  at  transforming  the  economics  curriculum.  Thaver 
also  serves  as  a  reviewer  for  the  journal.  Signs:  Journal  of  Women  in  Culture 
and  Society. 

In  addition  to  her  participation  in  academic  professional  organizations, 
she  has  been  an  active  member  of  the  Florida  intellectual  community, 
presenting  papers  and  participating  in  panel  discussions  on  the 
environment,  international  trade,  entrepreneurship,  African- American 
empowerment,  racism  and  sexism,  capitalism  and  freedom,  and  South 
African  apartheid. 

At  Stetson,  she  has  coordinated  two  international  symposia,  a  faculty 
workshop  on  Africana  Studies,  several  bookfeasts,  and  has  been  active  in 
creating  the  Africana  Studies  Program. 

Thaver  teaches  in  the  Economics  Department,  the  Honors  Program, 
the  Africana  Studies  Program,  Women  and  Gender  Studies,  and  the 
University  Experience  Program.  In  the  classroom,  both  students  and 
colleagues  describe  her  teaching  style  as  interactive,  dynamic  and 
passionate. 

Outside  the  classroom,  Thaver  enjoys  daydreaming,  walking,  camping 
and  swimming.  She  and  her  spouse,  Daniel  Plante,  a  visiting  professor  at 
Stetson,  live  in  DeLand  with  their  children,  Devon  and  Vishnu.
